Wew York, October !2.—Carter H. Har- 
vison, mayor of Chicago, conferred to- 
day with Judge Parker concerning po- 
Mtical affairs in Illtnois, Wisconsin and 
Indiana. He pledged the loyalty of all 
wings of the democratic party im Illi- 
nois, declared that factionalism in his 
state has been eliminated, and that the 
German vote is democratic, concluding 
‘with the statement that this gives to 
‘the democrats a chance to carry a state, 
which, he said, is normally republi- 
can. 

“Mayor Harrison's visit lasted two hours 
or more. He will return to Chicago to- 
morrow. When Mayor Harrison left 
the apartments of Judge Parker he 
said, laughingly, to the Associated Press. 

“I came to deliver the electoral votes 
of Illinois, Wisconsin and Indiana.’ Af- 
terwards he said if that was not a big 
enough contract he might include the 
vote of Iowa.

REPRIMAND TO CAPTAIR 
TBE GIVEN IN PUBLIC 


Possible That Temporary Suspension 
Has Also Been Recommended. 
Finding Will Not Be Sent Un- 
til he Other Cases Have 
Been Disposed Of. 


Savannah, Ga, October 12.—The court- 
martial sitting in trial on the case of 
Captain Robert M. Hitch, charged with 
dereliction of duty in connection with 
the lynching and burning of Reed and 
Cato at Statesboro, concluded its hear- 
ing this morning and arrived at a verdict 
this afternoon, after four hours’ deliber- 
ation behind closed doors. 

The verdict is sealed, and will not be 
made public until it hag reached the 
state authorities in Atlanta. The Morn- 
ing News in its report tomorrow of the 
case will say: 

“Though the courtmartial will not, of 
course, make public its finding in the case 
of Captain Hitch, the extent to which the 
court went is reasonably certain. Cap- 
tain Hitch has not been recommended 
for dismissal, but instead. will be repri- 
manded in a public manner by the gov- 
ernar. 

“It is possible that a temporary suspen- 
sion has also been recommended. The 


limit of punishment which can be Infifct- | 


ed by a courtmartial’s recommendation 
on a militia officer is dismissal from the 
service, a fine of $1,000 or a prison sen- 
tence of one year's duration.” 

The finding in the Hitch case will not 
be sent to the adjutant general until 
the cases of Lieutenant Mell, Lieuten- 
ant Morrison, Lieutenant Cone and 
Lieutenant Griner have been conclud-

Major Seaman Tells of Dis- 
gusting Debaucheries 


Declares Sodom and Gomorrah Were 
Temples of Virtue in Comparison 
to Port Arthur and Vladivos- 
tok—High Praise for 
Japanese, 


St. Louls, October 12.—The entire third 
day’s session of the international congress 
of the military surgeon’ was devoted to 
the presentation of papers and addresses. 
The first address was by Major Louis 
Livingston Seaman. United States volun- 
teer engineers, who has just returned 
from the scene of the Russo-Japanese 
war. 

Major Seaman described the conditions 
which he said existed in the Russian ser- 
vice in Manchuria prior to the outbreak 
of the war. ‘‘The arriving trains,’’ he 
declared, that should have been crowded 
with men and munitions of war brought 
each a full complement of the demi monde 
and vodka. 

Wine, women and song were certainly 
the undoing of Russia where a beauty 
and a bottle were the highest ambition of 
its officers—from general to corporal, 
Sodom and Gomorrah—the current 
Synonyms of Port Arthur and Vladivo- 
stok on the Orient, were temples of vir- 
tue in comparison to the debauchery, 
licentiousness, flagrant immoralities and 
the openly flaunted vice recently prac- 
ticed in those unhappy cities. 

Praises Japanese Hospitals. 

Major Seaman’s paper gives high praise 
to the Japanese hospitals and to the 
medical officers, but it is of the soldiers’ 
diet that he speaks most in approbation, 
although, he said, that the present Japa- 
nese army ration has proved somewhat 
defective under the exhausting conditions 
of the present campaign in that it has 
not sufficient nitrogen.

So Declare the Merchants and 
Manufacturers of Atlanta

| The first is that the monthly meeting 
lof the Atlanta chamber Of commerce, 
| which is to be held néxt Tuesday even- 
ling in the assembly room of the Piedmont 
hotel, will be devoted entirely to a dis- 
cussion of the freight rate question, the 
purpose being to further arouse the peo- 
ple and to further bind the husiness men 
of Atlanta into the organization that has 
for its purposes the relief of the city 
i\from the unfairness of the railroad in- 


| terests. 

The second fact is that a petition is 
now being circulated among the residents 
of Fulton county which is addressed to 
the board of county commissjoners. This 
| petition asks the county board to decline 
ie grant applications of railroads to cross

As was'stated in The Con 
stitution after the last meeting of the At- 
lanta Freight bureau, the intention is to 
arouse the people to the importance of 
defending the commerce of their city and 
State against the discriminations of the 
railroads that do business in this section 
ino to awaken the people of Georgia to 
the importance of stopping the efforts of 
the railroads to lessen the powers of the 
Georgia railroad commission.

Judge Jones and the Mob. 


In his charge to the grand jury of 
the United States district court at 
Huntsville, Judge Thomas G. Jones 
lays special stress upon one phase of 
the mob problem to which others 
have at different times made refer- 
ence. This is to the possibility that 
continuance of mob violence at the 
south may lead to action by the Unit- 
ed States government. 

In a nutshell, his contention is that 
it is the duty of the United States 
government to uphold the power of 
the state governments should this be 
found necessary; and what he has tu 
say with reference to the possibility 
of congressional action should this be 
found necessary to strengthen the 
hands of the federal governm§nt in 
supporting the states, will be read 
with deep interest, not by lawyers 
alone but by all people. 

It is probable that the motives 
which prompted this utterance from 
Judge Jones will be impugned. How- 
ever that may be, no candid man can 
read his utterances without being im- 
pressed with the seriousness of the 
situation. 

It is certainly to be regretted that 
a state of affairs should exist that 
even calls for all this plain talk about 
lynching, for its inevitable result 
is to advertise to the world cond.- 
tions in this section of the country 
that are highly deplorable. But in the 
light of the spread of the mob spirit 
which has been apparent during the 
past few months, the southern man 
who fails to raise his voice in demand 
of prompt action and emphatic ac- 
tion by the state is sadly derelict in 
his duty to his state and his section. 
It is not the comment upon these de- 
porable events that hurts, it igs the 
existence of the events themselves. 

We hope the time will never come 
when it is found necessary for the 
United States courts to take hold of 
the internal affairs of these states; we 
trust that the states will never peach 
a point when their ability to admin- 
ister the laws in defiance of the mob 
is questioned. The south would earn- 
estly protest against any such legis- 
lation. But if the states give ‘prac- 
tical demonstration of their ability 
to punish the lynchers as they should 
be punished, if they sweep away the 
mob wherever it may show its face, 
the very suggestion of federal inter- 
ference will be removed for all time. 

Back of it all, however, there must 
be a healthy, virilg, vigorous public 
sentiment. The good people of Geor- 
gia and of every state in this uniog 
must show by their works that at no

time and under no circumstances wi]] 
the mob be tolerated. Let that be 
made clear and there will be no trou- 
ble. The good people are in the ma- 
jority, and the mob will never rise 
against them if they do their part. 

It is with these good people that 
the real responsibility lies, and it is 
they who can forever quiet the sug- 
gestion of federal interference in mat- 
ters that belong to the States—and 
only to the states.

Taking Tom Too Seriously. 

Congressman Tom Heflin says it 
was all meant as a joke, but the re- 
publican papers continue to take his 
Czolgosz-Roosevelt-Washington utter- 
ance seriously and as a correction 
is never able to catch up with the 
original story, the Alabaman is being 
very vigorously criticised. 

It is not unnatural that there should 
be such criticism. In the course of a 
political campaign, it is well for party 
orators to label their jokes, for other- 
wise it is impossible to differentiate 
in cold print between the serious and 
the comedy parts; and it isalso well 
for speakers to bear in mind the ten- 


dency of newspaper correspondents 
to seize upon some sentence or sen- 
tences which sound sensational to lend 
color to their reports, which helps 
them sell. 

Whether uttered in a spirit of levity 
or in earnest, such expressions as are 
attributed to Congressman Heflin do 
the South an infinite amount of harm. 
We present in another column ‘a com. 
munication from Mr. Frank W. Mack, 
a well known journalist, a northern 
man whose sympathetic attitude to- 
ward the South in relation to its 
great problem represents, "We are 
sure, that of thousands upon thous- 
ands of other men at the North. No 
greater mischief can be done the 
South than to represent that the sen. 
timent of the great North is entirely 
unappreciative of the magnitude of 
the problem whose solution must rest 
upon southern shoulders. Mr, Mack 
is not a politician, and as he explains 
it is the business, not the political. 
phase of this question which appeals 
to him. What he says about the 
damage done by such utterances is 
‘eminently true. 

We are giad Mr. Heflin has made 
it clear that his utterances were not 
meant to be taken seriously. While 
this disclaimer cannot catch up witi 
the original story, it is better that it 


has come late than not at all.

Editor Constitution: Permit me to ex- 
press a few opinions on the subject of 
the city. v. the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad and the Atlanta freight bureau

I have read all I could find in the news 
of the day and feel a deep interest in 
this city getting competitive freight 
rates; and here I would ask, is not the 
Southern Railroad Company more inter- 
ested in obstructing the entrance of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad into At- 
lanta than the public seems to be aware 
of? I sit not a fact that the greatest 
competitor of the Southern railroad is 
its hater rival, the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad.? Then. again, can 
any reasonable person expect that the 
president of the Louis@le and Nashville 
railroad or any other system will make 


not want a war of rates, and make al] 
such promises void? 

Did not the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, after entering the coal fields, 
cause the price of coaj in Louisviile ta 
be cut almost in half, and what railroad 
is it that has given Birmingham the 
rates enjoyed by it? Certainly it is not 
the Southern railroad. 

I question if the action of the Atlanta 
freight bureau is really to the interest 
of Atlanta manufacturers. I do not ques- 
tion their sincerity, but their judgment, 
as I believe it is entirely out of the ques- 
tion to expect the president of any sys- 
tem of railroads to make any such prom. 
ises as they wish and are asking. 

I believe that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad once in Atlanta, the rates 
desired and necessary to give Atlanta 
business would come very quickly, and I 
speak from experience. 

Now, as.to the viaduct, every one must 
acknowledge that it would enhance the 
value of property on Washington street, 
and that the moving of Waverly place 50 
or 60 feet to the south cannot hurt any. 
property at all. The street is gtill there 
and the city has gained the viaduct and 
the increase in the value of Washington 
street property. Is it just the thing to 
‘kill the goose that lays the golden egg?” 

I cannot see where the city loses any- 
thing by letting the street be moved, 
but I can gee that the city has gained 
$50,000 toward a very necessary improve- 
ment that enhances the value of prop- 
erty and also gives a competing railroad 
system to the city. An individual may 
hold up a railroad company and get-a 
high price for his property, but a great 
city like Atlanta cannot act as an in- 
dividual. They must stand on broader 
ground for the benefit of the whole. I, 
aS an individual, have had considerable 
business transactions with the president 
of the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
and I find he makes no promises. He 
does things.’

Senator John Berrien. 

Editor Constitution: Some time agv 
two inquiries appeared in The Constt- 
tution asking for the ancestors of Seu- 
ator John MacPherson Berrien. As his 
public services belong to the nation and 
to his state, it may iterest many Lo 
know his father, John Berrien, a Na- 
tive of New Jersey, was an officer in 
the king’s army. At the age of 15, 
when the colonies rebelled against the 
king, he resigned his commission. He 
was afterwards appointed a second lieu- 
tenant in the battalion that Georgia fur- 
nished in the battle for freedom. Geor- 
gia being sparsely settled at that time, 
was only required to furnish one bat- 
talion of eight companies, but did send 
to the war between four and five thou- 
sand men and boys. Lieutenant Ber- 
rien became captain of his company, and 
afterwards, when Brigadier General Lach- 
lan McIntosh was ordered by General 
Washington to the northern army, he 
had John Berrien commissioned his bri- 
gade major. 

He served through the entire war 
and was wounded in the head at Mon- 
mouth. After the war he returned to 
Georgia and filled many positions of 
honor and trust. He was decorated by 
the hands of Washington and made 
secretary of the Society of Cincinnati. 
He afterwards became its president and 
was treasurer of the state the same 
year, 

His mother was Margarette MacPher- 
son, born in Philadelphia. She was tlie 
daughter of Captain John MacPherson, 
who came to America in 1746 and mar- 
ried Mbrgaret Rogers, sister of Dr. 
Rogers, the noted divine. Her father 
was a captain in the provincial navy 
and commanded the “Brittania’ and was 
& brave soldier during the wers be- 
tween England, France and Spain and 
was wounded nine times in battle. Ma- 
jor John MacPherson, Jr., Margarette’'s 
brother, on General Montgomery's staff, 
shared With him a soldier’s death before 
the walls of Quebec, December 31, 1775, 
and to the defeat there is due the fact 
that the United States does not embrace 
all the continent of North America. 

His grandfather was John Berrien, 
who married the charming Miss Eaton, 
the daughter of one of the most dis- 
tinguisheq and cultivated barristers ot 
his day. John Berrien afterwards be- 
came chief justice of New Jersey and 
was a trustee of the New Jersey coi- 
lege.

That Heflin Speech. 

Editor Constitution: I spent two manths 
in the south last winter. I went saying 
negro; I came back with less of mincing 
at nigger. I tempt no controversy. I 
state the facts only. 

I have seen the negro, however, at 
short arm vantage, During my southern 
visit I spent the time largely in examin- 
ing tle relations of black to white. I 
will not say that [ reached convictions, 
for the man is a superficial fool who, 
having spent sixty days in the south, 
claims to have mastered the negro ques- 
tion to the point of convictions, I, how- 
ever, achieved some impressions. 

On the basis of these impressions I now 
accept the situation as set out in the state- 
ment of a southern bishop: “Our fore- 
bears brought the negroes; the north 
freed them and the south has got them,” 
And in this situation the south I recog- 
nze now as the immediate bearer of the 
burden, I believe, so far as I can have 
a distinct belief, that the solution of 
the monstrous question rests primarily 
with and in the south; that well inten- 
tioned acts of northern men a thousand 
miles from the negro fact seem to south. 
ern men to be the intrusion of ignprance 
and in degree, therefore, the imperti- 
nence of ignorance. 

I believe some other things that would 
not challenge southern hostility, but 
which in their statement here would do 
no good. Their statement would shock 
northern sentiment without the present 
compensation of resulting good. And this 
brings me to the purpose of this writing 
which is prompted by a dispatch printed 
in the north today, purporting to report 
utterances of Congressman J. T. Heflin 
at Tuskegee on October 4.

In confirmation 
of a report received from Washington a 
short time azo, it is probable that the 
government will be requested to send 
down a lot of the federal prisoners who 
ar3 now keing Loarded in different state 
prisons to Atlanta. It was stated in the 
Washington report that some 3,200 men 
were now being boarded in different state 
institutions in this way. 

It will be rememh>r:d that the last 
congress appropriated $200,000 for the 
appropriation this year for continuing the 
work of the big federal prison in Atlanta. 
It is in connection with this appropria- 
tion that Architect Eames visited this | 
city yesterday. It was also reported that 
one of the big drawbacks to the hurry- 
ing up of the work of completing the 
new prison was on account of the scarcity 
of men now confined at the penitentiary. 
Work has been progressing rapidly on the 
big wall which is to inclose a large part 
of the reservation, and the detail of men 
for this work, in addition to the regular 
departments of prison work, has about 
exhausted the force of prisoners.

Regulations affecting the board of po- 
‘Mee commissioners and the police depart- 
ment were adopted during the session of 
the ordinance committee, of which Coun- 
cilman Hynds chairman, yesterday 
afternoon. During tne same session the 
committee acted adversely upon the or- 
Ginance which provided that contractors 
for the city should not work their em- 
Ployees more than eight hours. 

The ordinance affecting the police board 
and its department is the same one that 
Was presented while the recent agitation 
was at its height. It was not adopted 
By council, but was referred to the or- 
@inance committee for action. It had 
been prepared for afloption by a special 
committee. The measure now goes to 
council] with the unanimous report of the 
committee on ordinances, and it will 
probably be adopted during the session 
of next Monday afternoon. 

The ordinance is divided into four 
parts. The first provides that no mem- 
ber of the board of police commissioners 
shal] undertake to perform the duties of 
chief of police under any circumstances. 
The second enlarges upon the ordinance 
“which makes police commissioners in- 
eligible to succeed themselves by provid- 
ing that police commissioners whose 
terms of office expire simultaneously 
Shal] not succeed each other, nor shall 
@ny police commissioner resign before 
the expiration of hig term of office and 
then be nominated to succeed the individ- 
wal who fills the unexpired term. The 
third part of the ordinance provides that 
members of the policé department shall 
gerve during good behavior, and it re- 
quests the general assembly to make such 
changes in the charter of the ,city as 
will put this provision into the organic 
law. The fourth part provides that polit- 
ical speeches shall not be made at the 
pelice barracks to the officers, as has 
been customary. ,
